Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant's remarks filed 12-18-2007 were discussed. The 
aforementioned attorney stated that in the Verlag reference, "the hole of the machine nozzle was not specified". 
Applicant believes that most likely the hole refers to the nozzle outlet end. The examiner stated that he would give 
further consideration to Verlag's statement, but also stated that the limitation of the summation of the cross-sectional 
areas of all the holes of the filter section being greater than the tubular fluid passage cross-sectional area is clearly 
taught in the GB 2324571 reference of record (see the paragraph spanning pages 5-6 thereof). It was agreed that 
claims 31-34 would be canceled.
